— John Ar­ 
buckle, coffee and sugar magnate, died 
at his home in Brooklyn.

Mr. Arbuckle was also interested in 
live stoc k and owned several ranch* s 
in Wyoming.

The committee says that ti.ere 
is such variation in tile cost of prod ut 
Hon in every country that it is imp is 
bible to compare in absolute terms t lie 
productive power of one country with 
another, and so it concludes ti** find­ 
ings of the tariff board are imperti­ 
nent to the m atter ol fixing duties 
intl useless. 
Stating that the 
Democratic wool 
bill is identical, except for a few in 
significant details, with that presented 
it tile extra session of congress last 
ar, which was vetoed by the presi­ 
dent, the committee’s report says that 
an analysis of the tariff board’s re­ 
port fails to disclose an)tiling in which 
the bill is defective. 
Rejecting 
Hie 
board’s theory, it declares that costs 
of production that have any meaning 
or use are "not ascertainable or ob 
minable.” 
Inasmuch as the report submitted 
may be correctly held to express the* 
Democratic attitude toward flu* t rid 
board, to which the majority is op 
posed in theory as well as in practice, 
it is considered the most important 
tariff document thai is lik*dy to be 
produced by tile Democrats this ses 
sion.
